; summarises the returns published in local scotch 
papers relative to the attendance at public wor-. 
ship in more than go towns and districts, includ- 
ing Edinburgh, Glasgow, and Dundee, with an 
aggregate population of 1,602,247. For the most 
part the enumeration of attendances is for onc 
service; in some cases the morning, in others the 
afternoon, The total attendances at the best- 
attended service was. at the rate of 22.59 per cent. 
of the population, . This is a higher ratio than 
appears in the English returns; and from such 
data as are available the Noncon/formist esti- 
mates that the'attendances at public worship in 
Scotland may be on the ‘average five per cent. 
higher ‘than in England, Taking only one ser- 
vice, the worshippers in Edinburgh, ‘Glasgow, 
"Dundee, Greenock, Leith, and Paisley were in 
proportion .to the population somewhat over 20 
per cent. Looking at the’statistics from a deno- 
minational point of view, itis found that the three: 
great Presbyterian: bodies provide for about 76 
per cent, of the whole. attendance, ‘and that the 
following -are the proportions ingore detail: —
